Stricken with a recurrence of an 
old heart ailment, J. Clifford Wier­ 
man, life-long and well-known resi- 
dent of Gettysburg, died at his home 
on York street, Monday evening a t 
6:45 o’clock, half an hour after he 
suffered the attack. 
On Christmas 
da> this year, Mr. Wierman would 
have celebrated his fifty-fourth birth­ 
day*. 
Born in Gettysburg, December 25, 
1871, a son of the late Nicholas L. 
and Mary C. Wierman, the deceased 
spent his entire life here. 
On Monday evening, Mr. Wierman 
an i Charles K. Hartzell, York street, 
were engaged in sawing some large 
logs in the alley at the rear of their 
homes, when the former complained 
of illness. 
Going to his home, he 
sat on a chair, and was instantly 
stricken 
by 
heart 
disease, 
which 
caused his death half an hour after­ 
ward. 
National Park Employe 
For the oast twenty-five years, Mr. 
Wierman was employed as carpenter 
for the Gettysburg national park or­ 
ganization. 
It was Mr. W’ierman, 
working under the direction of Colonel 
FL B. Cope, superintendent of the 
national park, who built th* 1*rg» 
wooden relief map of the battlefield, 
which now occupies part of a largo 
room on the second floor of the Fed­ 
eral building, Baltimore street. 
Mr, Wierman and Colonel Cope took 
the relief map to the St. I,ouis Exposi­ 
tion, where it was set up and exhibit­ 
ed. 
Afterwards it was brought back 
to Gettysburg and has since 
been 
housed at the Federal building, where 
it attracts considerable attention. 
The deceased always took an active 
part in the Gettysburg fire company, 
being its chief in 1913 and 1914, and 
in 1918 having served as president.

Although he did not graduate, he 
attended Gettysburg College, and for 
three years 'played on the football 
team. 
Mr. Wierman was prominent in fra­ 
ternal lurch's in Gettysburg, and was 
a member of 
Lodge, No. 124, 
Independent Order of Odd Feiiows; 
Washington Camp, No. 414, Patriotic 
Order Sons of America, and Battle­ 
field Council, Order of Independent 
Americans.
